No Decision Has Been Made on the 


Question of Lifting the Embargo on 


Arms. 


W ashington, Jan. 30. 
Various pro­ 
posals to m ake the friendly attitude of 
lite United S tates tow ard Japan clear­ 
ly evident are under consideration of 
th e president and bis advisers, but 
nothing as yet has been form ulated. 
T h at is the sta tu s of negotiations 
growing out of th e California alien 
land question as it was informally o u t­ 
lined at the W hite House. Tile contro­ 
versy over th e California legislation 
aimed at tile Jap an ese is considered 
closed and history by the W ashington 
governm ent. 
T he fact th a t the 
adm inistration 
considered as an open question w h eth ­ 
er treaties can be overridden Gy state 
laws and the contention that the Call 
fornla legislation has not violated any 
treaty, are the chief reasons, it is un­ 
derstood for the closing of the C ali­ 
fornia incident, though 
tile 
United 
S tates is anxious through other m eans 
to show Jap an that no discrim ination 
tow ard her subjects or unlrinedly feel­ 
ing is en tertain ed by the vast m ajority 
of the Am erican people. 
T he president made it clear that 
th e re was no crisis of any kind im ­ 
pending in tile foreign relations of the 
United S tite s. 
He let it be known 
th a t the various negotiations with Ja 
pan, Colombia, Great Britain or oilier 
nations wert- in no way related to one 
another, but separate problem s. 
President Wilson reiterated th a t the 
M exican policy of tile adm inistration 
would continue for the present to be 
one of "wat< hful waiting.*’ No decis­ 
ion has been read ied on the question 
id lifting tike em bargo on arm s, and 
no prediction was made as to when a 
change of polity might occur. 
It was conceded at the W hite House 
th a t the practical operation of the 
em bargo has been to deny munitions 
to the C onstitutionalists from their 
only external source of supply, while 
tile H uerta fee*e m in en t has been b u s­ 
ing abroad. 
T h e president has pointed out to 
ti.one wi h whom he has discussed the 
subject tuat while nations generally 
were show ing a friendly spirit and do­ 
ing all they could to prevent assist­ 
an t* to Hie H u erta regim e, foreign 
governm ents could not legally ste p 
shipm ent of arm s. Special legislation 
would be required. 
T h e United S tates has not asked 
foreign governm ents to im p o rt auth 
restrictions, and therefor® lias not ol>- 
je ted to tile shipm ent of arm.* from 
Jap an cr any other country. Tills gov­ 
ern m en t is convinced that w hatever 
sh ip m en t of arm * m a r 
h»Ve 
been 
made from* Japan were made In no 
way tn^ooM fertlon with Hie Jap an ese 
governm ent.
